Citezens of New Ipswich: 


The school year is closed and we beg leave to report 
to you the work you assigned to us at its begin- 
ning. To us it seems very like to work of other years, 
and so to demand no extended account, perhaps to be 
worthy of none. ‘The record of good work done by 
teachers or Board is made already in the schools, and 
not to be made in reports, yet there may be some facts 
and opinions worth preserving. 

Working on much the same plan pursued before, we 
have maintained eight schools of three terms each, ex- 
cept at No. 8, where there were two with the offer of 
tuition in the adjoining accessible district, if they would 
attend there. 

It may be mentioned with pride that the liberal ap- 
propriation of the town made it possible to have so long 
terms and hire good teachers, and pay them well. Under 
the old system you were told eleven years ago that the 
schools were in session for all pupils for less than one 
half the year, and in the scattered precincts very much 
less than one half. How much fairer and better it seems 
to serve all alike, and be able to serve all so we//. 
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There may still be a guestzon as to the propriety of 
maintaining a separate school in Nos. 2, 3 and 8; but 
we could not see our duty clear to do otherwise. There 
are some very interesting pupils in all three districts 
and Nos. 2 and 3 are increasing in numbers quite fast, 
being now of decent size. They are all eager for their 
own school and for the most part have proved their sin- 
cerity by earnest efforts to send scholars and help on 
the work of teacher. At No. 2 the attendance disap- 
pointed us sadly in winter and was a great loss to the 
pupils who should have attended. On the other hand, 
at No. 8 every one came and, with the exception of one 
sick day on the part of a little girl, not a black mark 
appeared on the register. Almost as good a record, 
also, in No. 3. These schools, also, were fortunate in 
their teachers and did good work all of them. What 
now is best for these schools, one of them with four 
pupils, the others with perhaps eleven each? 

We have said that the liberal appropriation of the 
town made it possible to support eight schools; we wish 
also to express our gratitude and that of the ‘‘Center” 
village to the town officers for help on that school- 
house. ‘They replaced the tin roofing with good shing- 
les, thus giving us a chance to refit the interior. We 
gladly embraced the opportunity and they now have a 
comfortable and attractive room for a school, much to 
our relief as well as their own. The room at No. 5 
needs repairing. A good friend has remembered it 
with pictures etc. for the walls, and we have repaired it 
a little during the year. ; 

In the corps of teachers, the number is greater than 
we hoped on account of too frequent unavoidable 
changes. In only three schools were we able to keep 
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the same ones during the year. There have been in 
all fourteen teachers, thirteen of them ladies, one gen- 
tleman (for a single term). They have been faithful, 
very earnest, and quite efficient workers. All have 
served the town before; save three. Of these only one 
was a stranger from abroad and she has done excellent 
service. Of the number from our own town several 
have done faithful and admirable service before and they 
repeated it. Even at the Center the school seemed not 
to suffer, but did admirably all the year, even with three 
different teachers, each in her, way an excellent one. 
The failure to secure good discipline in one case in 
autumn was rather more apparent than real and was 
the result of a combination of circumstances more than 
fault on the teacher’s part. Neither the parents nor the 
district justified the rudeness of the few boys who made 
the trouble—they themselves have sense enough we 
think to be ashamed of it now. 

The number of pupils, as the statistical table appended 
will show, does not differ much from last year, and the 
attendance as you will observe has been fairly good 
considering the weather and the prevalence of contagious 
diseases. The teachers tried hard to secure a good 
attendance and were themselves quite energetic in get- 
ting to their schools through storms and snowdrifts. 
Their energy appeared also in getting to Wilton at the 
call of the State Superintendent for a single days’ Insti- 
tute. All attended and part of those of former terms-— 
a delegation of eleven. Their energy sufficed even for 
the return and overturn trip. Well; give us live folks 
for teachers every time. Dried fruits are good for win- 
ter, but the summer of childhood calls for hfe and 
growth, for an atmosphere of buoyant spirits. 
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It is the fashion of the day to believe in progress and 
prate about it; believe it at any rate and then find it if 
you can. We look with some anxiety for said progress 
in the relative condition of our public schools; none 
would be more delighted than we to find it. Educators 
and keen observers know that systems of instruction 
are in a state of transition. New methods and sys- 
tems originate in the competition and emulation of 
cities and they demand recognition in the country 
schools. Enterprising teachers fear to seem behind the 
times and so they inquire, as they should, and perhaps 
partly adopt the new. Thus we have a mixed system, 
profitable or wasteful according to the teacher’s skill in 
application. We weré more anxious to secure thought, 
we were eager to get material into.the mind or, figura- 
tively speaking, to get grain into the hopper. ‘The 
modern system seems to lead to anxiety to use what is 
there and especially to adorn and direct what comes out 
at the spout. The senses are trained and interest gained 
perhaps for the time. Picture practice and symbol are 
called into use to train the eye, the ear and the hands, 
and this 1s certainly legitimate; but still if done on the 
plea that knowledge must be made practical or be worth- 
less we are led to question the claim. 

The writer, who is responsible for the theoretic and 
and discussive part of this paper, 1s not yet convinced. 
The effort to make education practical is making it 
superficial, and naturally it must. He can but believe 
that knowledge in itself is attractive to childhood even, 
and as the using of the muscles and indeed all organs 
of the body is a positive pleasure to the child, so mental 
processes are stimulating and delightful; pupils need 
not be hired to learn that knowledge itself is the reward 
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of study and thought is a legitimate fruit. It is the ac- 
tivity and strength of mind we seek rather than accom- 
plishments in school. What studies and what systems 
will secure these ends, is the question. 

President Eliot, a few days since, at a Schoolmaster’s 
Club, said ‘‘Not only does the matter of time enter into 
this subject, but the method of teaching enters into the 
question of the educational value. ‘Thereis not a single 
subject of education that is not dealt with now in a very 
superior manner from what it was thirty years ago. 
This is substantially true of all the studies everywhere 
in the country. Where is Euclid taught now in the 
United States? It has been almost entirely displaced.” 

Now in answer to this position of one whose opinion 
ought to be of value, we can but say that if modern 
schools would now and then produce a Euclides it 
would be to the writer a strong argument. The only 
use I ever had for cooks was to produce good food tested 
by the eating. The style of the kitchen, its cook- 
books and its machinery rise and fall in value according 
to the dinner produced. The menu may be attractive 
but the dinner is decisive. 

And so we ask where are the scholars that modern 
systems or improved methods are producing? Ido not 
see them. We used to think something had been done 
when pupils had gained proficiency in the ‘three R’s, 
with few or no ornamental attachments. Even in mod- 
ern days.if you could find a pupil that could read we//, 
write a fine legible hand and master a written arithme- 
tic, what would you think? And yet the parents want 
a little algebra, a little book-keeping and a good deal of 
‘‘setting through” this and that book, and care very 
little about a good honest common sense educatzon. 
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Perhaps when the great question of college athletics is 
settled we shall learn the royal road to learning that 
Euclides did not know. In the meanwhile we will 
encourage our young people to #/od and dig, our teach- 
ers to drill and our citizens and parents to prize a good 
foundation and framework rather than a fine fresco on 
nothing better than the papier-maché.
